Paisley, 83 years old, who, for more 
Jhan a quarter of a century lias con­ 
ducted his tiibunal in the little village 
af Irondale, just over the line in Jef­ 
ferson county, one of the most widely 
known figures In legal circles In th • 
district, died yesterday afternoon at I 
o’clock at his home after a brief ill­ 
ness. 
Justice Paisley, a 'Civil w ar veteran, 
suffered a stroke of paralysis early 
Sunday and failed to rally. 
‘His Irondale court, because of its 
!oug establishm ent in tho community, 
tvas probably one of the best known 
of its kind in eastern Ohio. 
It was placed in operation following 
ho Civil war. alter Paisley, a cam ­ 
paigner of four years, during which he 
look part in many of tho major battles 
af the conflict between the North and 
the South, had completed a study of 
law. 
Paisley found it rather difficult in 
getting into tile army. 
He wanted to 
•nlist with his father's Company, of the 
125th infantry, O. V. I., but his tattier, 
Captain Samuel Paisley, would not per- 
nlt him. 
The lad, then 15 years old, 
oliowed the company on its trip down 
.he Ohio river, and after being told to 
fo back home several tim es, filially 
was perm itted to go* along. 
After being m ustered out of service, 
Paisley spent several years in the 
study of law, subsequently establishing 
himself as a Justice of the peace. 
He was a member of the Salineville

33E 
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Seek Vote On M ayor’s Salary Cut 


Record vote on a proposed reduction in the salary now paid 
h ast Liverpool’s mayor is expected, as a result of announcement 
today by Solon George Hughes that he will introduce an ordinance 
at the next councilmanic meeting which is scheduled for Thursday 
evening, April 7. 
The proposed legislation, urged since enactment of the muni­ 
cipal court law which relieved the city’s chief executive of most of 
the work attached to the office when the present salary of $1,800 
was agreed upon, will call for $600 a year, or $50 a month: 
Although an ordinance along similar lines was supported two 
years ago by two or three members of the present council, and 
vetoed by the then mayor, Charles Brown, after its enactment, it 
is doubtful how solons shall line up in the voting. 
The consensus of opinion is that $150 a month is too much 
salary for the mayor, whose duties do not preclude attention to 
private interests. True it is th at he is head of the law enforce­ 
ment branch of the municipal government and acts in a super­ 
visory capacity over the departments of public safety and public 
service, which, since 1926, have been combined under the direc­ 
tion of a safcty-service director. And, too, he has the last word 
on councilmanic legislation. How ever, he no longer is worried with 
police court hearings, which, in the main, occupied most of the 
time of his predecessors. 
Councilman Hughes’ ordinance is a move in the right direc­ 
tion, and should have the unanimous support of the sponsor’s col­ 
leagues. 


The Smoke Plague 
The Institution of Fuel Technology in London has been 
learning some unpleasant facts about English atmosphere. Two 
and a halt million tons of soot are distributed over England every 
year. One lifth of that is tar and another large part .is sulphuric 
acid, both brought dow n by the rain, poisoning the soil and helping 
to destroy buildings. A considerable portion of sooty m atter stays 
in the air, particularly in London and other cities. 
There it 
darkens the day, gets into human lungs and does other material 
damage. 
It is said that on an ordinary winter day in London 
every cubic centimeter of air contains 2,000 to 3,000 soot particles. 
On a day of dense smoke haze Hie soot particles increase to 50,000 
or 100,000. 
The proper use of fuel would eliminate a great deal of this 
plague of soot. 
But before we make any uncomplimentary re­ 
marks about England’s long indifference to the possibilities of 
smoke elimination, we should consider some of our own industrial 
cities. 
With modem scientific smoke-consuming appliances at 
hand, with knowledge of clearer fuels and of cleaner ways to use 
the dirt-making fuels, many cities let the smoke menace grow 
apace, blackening their fine buildings, choking trees and grass, in­ 
juring human health, causing expensive damage to fabrics.

Die proposed legislation, urged since enactm ent of the m uni­ 
cipal court law which relieved th e city’s chief executive of most of 
the work attached to the office when the present salary of $1,800 
was agreed upon, will cal! for $600 a year, or $50 a month: 
Although an ordinance along sim ilar lines wa.*, supported two 
}ears ago by two or three m em bers of the present council, and 
vetoed by the then mayor, C harles Brown, a fte r Its enactm ent, it 
is doubtful how solons shall line up in the voting. 
The consensus of opinion is th at $150 a m onth is too m uch 
Hilary for the m ayor, whose duties do not preclude attention to 
private interests. 
True it is th a t he is head of the law enforce­ 
m ent branch of tho municipal governm ent and acts in a super­ 
visory capacity over the departm ents of public safety and public 
service, which, since 192<>, have been combined under the direc­ 
tion of a safety-service director. 
And, too, he has the last word 
on council manic legislation. However, he no longer is worried with 
police court hearings, which, in the main, occupied most of th e 
tim e of his predecessors.

I lie Sm oke Pl ague 
The Institution of Fuel Technology in London has been 
learning some unpleasant facts about English atm osphere. 
Two 
and a halt million tons of soot are distributed over England every 
year. One-fifth of th at is ta r and another large p art .is sulphuric 
«;< id, both brought down by tin rain, poisoning the soil and helping 
to destroy buildings. A considerable portion of sooty m atter stays 
in the air, particularly in London and other cities. 
There it 
darkens the day, gets into human lungs and does other m aterial 
damage. 
It is said that on an ordinaiy w inter day in London 
every cubic centim eter of air contains 2,000 to 3,000 soot particles. 
On a day of dense smoke haze the soot particles increase to 50,000 
or 100,000. 
I 
The proper use of fuel would elim inate a great deal of this 
plague of soot. 
B ut before we m ake any uncom plim entary re­ 
m arks about England’s long indifference to the possibilities of 
smoke elimination, we should consider some of our own industrial 
cities. 
W ith m odem scientific smoke-consuming appliances at 
hand, with knowledge of d ea rer fuels and of cleaner ways to use 
th e dirt-m aking fuels, many cities let the smoke menace grow 
apace, blackening th eir fine buildings, choking trees and grass, in­ 
juring human health, causing expensive dam age to fabrics. 
How long will the public be blind to its own g*axl and its own 
power in this re g ard ?

After plainly declaring its intent to 
increase the size of the enlisted per­ 
sonnel of the Army, Congress tailed 
to provide funds with which to pay 
these men. 
in fact there were not 
sufficient 
funds 
appropriat'd 
with 
Which 
to 
maintain 
the 
present 
strength. 
Therefore if not way out 
of tills difficulty could be found, it 
would Im necessary to reduce the pres­ 
ent enlisted strength by 31,000. After 
the first of July these 31,000 would 
til' a have to be replaced. 
Some of the financial sharks in tho 
department have figured that it would 
cost the government $3,014,750 to dis 
charge these men, by the time they 
had been given their clothing allow­ 
ances and their transportation. 
The 
cost to replace these men, including 
transportation allowances, new cloth­ 
ing, and equipage, would be $2,482, 
490. The total cost, therefore, of dis­ 
charging these 31,000 would be $5,- 
497,240. 
lf these‘ men might be re­ 
tained (he cost to the government 
would be only $2,697,859, aud $2,799,- 
381 would be saved. 
Heads are being put together and 
it is believed that a solution of the 
problem may result. 
It appears tha» 
under the 
law it is premiasible to 
create a deficiency for the feeding of 
the Army, but the law does not make 
J any such provision for the pay. How- 
i ever, the loophole appears to be tha* 


I neither does the law specifically say 
that a deficiency shall not bo estab­ 
lished for this purpose. It is now hop 
cd that some meth* d will be worked 
out whereby such a deficiency may bo 
created. 
Iii fact, it is believed that
